DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7,8, 1 5,22 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because of being a multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 
7,8,15 and 22 are not been further treated on the merits. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The claims 1 -6,9- 1 4, 1 6-2 1 are allowable over prior art. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The present invention is directed to a method and system for position management and to reduce 
signaling load in a mobile telephone system, which supports packet switched services. The 
procedure includes switching the mobile station between a first mode in a first state called the 
ready state and second state called the standby state depending on a time parameter which 
indicates a time during which the mobile station remains in a first state in order to after that 
change to second state and fiirther characterized in the step to currently set the value of the time 
parameter depending on the current speed of the mobile station through the cell network of the 
mobile telephone system. 

Claims 1,9,16 identify the uniquely distinct feature of "switching the mobile station between a 
first mode in a first state called the ready state and second state called the standby state 
depending on a time parameter which indicates a time during which the mobile station remains 
in a first state in order to after that change to second state and fiirther characterized in the step to 
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currently set the value of the time parameter depending on the current speed of the mobile station 
through the cell network of the mobile telephone system ". 

The closest prior art, Kari [US 6,243,579], discloses a method and system for controlling 
the operating states of a mobile station in a packet radio system. Kari further discloses a mobile 
station that has an active state and a standby state and the mobile station changes from the active 
state to the standby state if there is no data transmission during a pre-determined period. 
However, Kari fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious. 
Therefore the independent claims 1,9,16 and their dependent claims 2-6,10-14,17-21 are allowed

Hasegawa [US 6,032,050] discloses a method for standby control in a mobile 
telecommunications network setting standby conditions conforming to different modes of 
communication and mobile unit using the same. 
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Mustajarvi [US 6,512,756] discloses routing area updating in packet radio network.
